SURVEY OF THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY 


‘Joint Delimitation Proposed by Brit- 


ish Government. 

The completion of the preliminary survey 
of that Alaskan boundary which follows the 
contour of the coast frgm the southernmost 
point of Prince of Wales Island until it 
strikes the one. hundred and  forty-first 
meridian at or near the summit of Mount 
St. Elias awaits further necessary appro- 
priation, which is urgently recommended. 

This survey was undertaken under the pro; 
visions of the convention entered into by 
this country and Great Britain July 22, 
1592, and the supplementary convention of 
Feb. 3, 1804, : 

As to the remaining section of the Alaskan 
boundary,which follows the one hundred and 
forty-first meridian northwardly from 
Mount 8t. Elias to the Frozen Ocean, the 
settlement of which involves the physical 
location of the meridian mentioned, no con- 
ventional agreement has yet been made. 
The ascertainment of a,given meridian at 
a particular point is a work requiring much 
time and careful observations and surveys. 

Undertaken Five Years Ago. 

Such observations and surveys were un- 
‘dertaken by the United States coast and 
geodetic survey in 1890 and 1891, while sim- 
ilar work in the same quarters under Brit- 


ish auspices are believed to give nearly co- 


incident results, but these surveys have 
been independently conducted and no inter- 
national agreement to mark those or any 
other parts of the oné hundred and forty- 
first meridian by permanent monuments has 
yet been made. In the meantime, the valley 
of the Yukon is becoming a highway 
through the hitherto unexplored wilds of 
Alaska, and abundant mineral wealth has 
been discovered in that region, especially at 
or near the junction of the boundary merid- 
ian with the Yukon and its tributaries. In 
these circumstances it is expedient, and, tn- 
deed, imperative, that the jurisdictional lim- 
its of the respective governments in this new 
region be speedily determined. 

Her Britannic Majesty’s government has 
proposed a joint delimitation of the one hun- 
dred and forty-first meridian by an interna- 
tional commission of experts, which, if Con- 
gress will authorize it and make due provis- 
ions therefor, can be accomplished with no 
unreasonable delay.

United States and Mexico has conipleted its 
task. ° 

As a sequel to the failure of a scheme for 
the colonization in Mexico of negroes, mostly 
emigrants from Alabama, under contract, a 
great number of these helpless and suffering 
poems. starving and smitten with contagioua 

isease, made their way or were assisted to 
the frontier, where, in wretched plight, they 
were quarantined by the Texas authorities, 
Learning of their destitute condition, I di- 
rected rations to be temporarily furnished

At the expigation of their quarantine they 
were conveyed by the railway companies at 
comparatively nominal rates to their homes 
in Alabama upon my assurance, in the ab- 
sence of any fund available for the cost of 
their transportation, that I would recom- 
mend to Congress an appropriation for its 
payment, 

I now strongly urge upon Congress the 
propriety of making such an appropriation. 
It should be remembered that the measures 
taken were dictated not only by sympathy 
and humanity, but by a conviction that it 
was not compatible with the dignity of this 
government that so large a body of our de- 
pendent citizens should be thrown for relief 
upon the charity of a neighboring State.

VENEZUELAN AND BRITISH DISPUTE 


Entire Matter Must Be Submitted to 
Arbitration. 

It being apparent that the boundary dis- 
pute between Great Britain and the Repub- 
lic of Venezuela concerning the limits of 
British Guiana was approaching an acute 
stage, a definite statement of the interest 
and policy of the United States as regards 
the controversy seemed to be required both 
on its own account and in view of its rela- 
tions with the friendly powers directly con- 


voked a claim by Great Britain upon Nica- 
ragua for pecuniary indemnity, which, upon 
Nicaragua’s refusal to admit liability, was 
enforced by Great Britain. 

While the sovereignty and jurisdiction of 
Nicaragua was in no way questioned by 
Great Britain, the former's arbitrary con- 
duct in regard to British subjects furnished 
the ground for this proceeding. A British 
naval force occupied without resistance the 
Pacific seaport of Corinto, but was soon 
after withdrawn upon the prdmise that the 
sum demanded wonld be paid... 

Throughout this incident the kindly offices 
of the United States were invoked and were 
employed in favor of as aceful a settle- 
ment and as much consideration and in- 
dulgence toward Nicaragua as were con- 
sistent with the nature of the case. Our 
efforts have since been made the subject of

tion suggests such measures on our part as. 


would involve restrictions similar to those 
from which we suffer, the way to such a 
course is easy. It should, hoWever, by no 
means be fightly entered upon, since the 
necessity for the inauguration of such a 
policy would be regretted by the best senti- 
ment of our people, and because it naturalls 
and logically might lead to consequences of 
the gravest character. 

I take pleasure in calling to your attention 
the encomiums bestowed on those vessels of 
our own navy which took part in the notable 
ceremony of the opening of the Kiel Canal.

if.one of the powers concerned is permitted 
to draw an arbitrary line through the ter- 
ritory in debate and to declare that it will 
submit to arbitration only the portion lying 
on one side of it. In view of these conclu- 
sions the dispatch in question called upon 
the British Government for a definite answer 
to the question whether it would or would 
not submit the territorial controversy be- 
tween itself and Venezuela in its entirety 
to impartial arbitration. 

The answer of the British Government has 
not yet been received, but it is expected 
shortly, when further communication on the 
subject will probably be made to the Con- 


gress. 
AMERICANS PROTECTED IN HAWAII, 


Arbitrary Executions Arresied on De~- 
mand of the United States. 

Early in January last an uprising against 
the Government of Hawaii was, promptly 
suppressed. Martial law was forthwith pro- 
claimed and numerous arrests were made of 
persons suspected of being in sympathy with 
tf royalist party. Among these were sev- 
eral citizens.of the United States, who were 
either convicted by a military court and sen- 


tenced to death, imprisonment or fine, or 


were deported without trial. 

The United States, while denying protec- 
tion to such as had taken the Hawalian oath 
of allegiance, insisted that martial law, 
though altering the forms of justice, could 
not supersede justice itself, and demahded 


stay. of execution until proceedings had been’ 


submitted to this government and knowl- 
edge obtained therefrom that our citizens 
had received fair trial. 

The death sentences were subsequently 
commuted or were remitted on condition of 
leaving the islands. The cases of certain 
Americans arrested and expelled by arbi- 
trary order without formal charge or trial 
have had attention, and in some instances 
have been found to justify remonstrance 


and a.claim for indemnity, which Hawaii has’ 


not thus far conceded. 

Mr. Thurston, the Hawaiian Minister, hav- 
ing furnished this government abundant rea- 
sons for asking that he be recalled, that 
course was pursued, and his successor has 
lately been received. 


LYNCHING OF ITALIANS OUT WEST. 


Best Efforts of Colorado Put Forth to 
' Panish Murderers. | 

The deplorable lynching of several Italian 
laborers in Colorado was naturally followed 
by international representations, and I am 
happy to say that the best efforts of the 
State in which the outrages occurred have 
been put forth to discover and punish the 
suthors of this atrocious crime, The de- 
pendant families of some of the unfortunate 
victims Invite by their deplorabe condition 
gracious provision for their needs. 

These manifestations against helpless

Remonstrance Made Against Laws Cal- 
eulated to Werk Injustice. 

The coronation of the Czar of Russia at 

Moscow in May next invites the ceremonial 

participation of the United States, and in ac- 


‘cordance with usage and diplomatic proprie-. 


ty our Minister to the imperial court has 
been directed: to. represent our government 
on the occasion. 

Correspondence is .on foot touching the 
practice of Russian Consuls within the juris- 
diction of the United States to interrogate 
citizens as to their race and religious faith, 
and upon ascertainment thereof to deny to 
Jews authentication of passports or legal 
documents for use in Russia. 

Inasmuch as such a proceeding imposes a 
disability which, in the case of succession 
to property in Russia may be found to in- 
fringe the treaty rights of our citizens and 
which is an obnoxious invasion of our terri- 
torial jurisdiction, it has elicited fitting re- 
monstrance, the result of which, it is hoped, 
will remove the cause of complaint. 

The pending claims of ing vessels of 


the United States seized in Russian waters 


remain unadjusted. Our recent convention 
with Russia establishing a modus vivendi 
as to imperial jurisdiction in such cases has 
prevented further difficulty of this nature. 

The Russian Government has welcomed in 
principle our suggestion for a modus vivendi, 
to embrace Great Hritain and Japan, look- 
ing to the better preservation of seal life in 
the North Pacific and Bering Sea, and the 
extension of. the protected area defined by 
the Paris tribunal to all Pacific waters north 
of the thirty-fifth parallel. 


It is especially noticeable that Russia fa-

dent thinks they should be allowed to issue 
circulation equal to the par value of the 
bonds deposited to secure it, and that the 
tax on their circulation should be reduced 
to one-fourth of ohne per cent. Also thoy 
should be allowed to substitute or deposit 
in lieu of the bonds now required as securi- 
ty for circulation those which would be is- 
sued for retiring the greenbacks and Treas- 
ury notes. They could isste an additional 
478 millions, and he would confidently ex- 
pect the existing national banks, or others 


‘to be organized, would promptly avail them- 


selyes of the encouragement, fill any vacu- 
um, and gupply every currency need, But 
there might not be the necessity for such 
an addition to the bank currency as at first 
glance is indicated. The restoration of con- 
idence would allow gold to resume its. nat- 
ural and normal functions in the business 
affairs of-the country. 

Mr. Cleveland suggests that the 178 mill- 
ions of silver remaining on hand might be 
added slowly to the cirtulation. He calls 
attention to the fact that under present con- 
ditions no gold is received in payment of 
revenue charges, and that the proposition 
to obtain gold for the reserve by purchasing 
it with greenbacks is absurd, as the paper 
could be used the next day to draw the gold 
out again, while the moment the Secretary 
of the Treastiry bought gold on any terms 
above par he would establish a general 
premium on it, thus breaking down the par- 
ity the government is pledged to maintain. 
As to the supposition that sufficient revenue 
receipts would inspire confidence in main- 
tenance of the parity he says that “through 
all our struggles there never has been any 
apprehension as to our ready ability to pay 
our way with such money as wehad. Iutas- 
much as the withdrawal of our gold has re- 
sulted largely from fright there is nothing 
apparent that will prevent its recurrence, 
with its natural disastrous consequences, 
except stich a change in our financial meth- 
ods as will reassure the scared people and 
make the desire for gold less intense.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland denies that the bonds (or: 
any of them?) were issued to supply insufli- 
cient revenue. He says “nothing can be 
further from the truth, Bonds were issued 
to obtain gold for the maintenance of our 
national credit.”” From what source, then, 
has he derived the money to make good the 
40 to 60 millions a year of revente deti- 
ciency ? 

The President hits the free silver extrem- 
ists a hard whack in saying, “No govern- 
ment, nO human contrivance, or act of leg- 
islature has ever been able to hold the two 
metals together in free coinage at a ratio 
appreciably different from that which is 
established in the markets of the world.” 
He is convinced that in the proposition for 
the free coinage of silver there lurks a seri- 
ous menace to our prosperity and an insid- 
ious temptation of our people to wander 
from the allegiance they owe to public and: 
private integrity, and “even the continued 
agitation of the subject adds greatly to the 
difficulties of a dangerous financial situa- 
tion already forced upon us.” He asks Con- 
gress to promptly and effectively consider 
the ills of- our critical fitiancial plight, and 
says he will gladly labor with it in every 
patriotic endeavor to further the interests 
and guard the welfare of the American 


people. 
THE PRESIDENT ‘ON OUR FOREIGN RE- 
‘LATIONS. 


In the opening paragraph of his message 
the President intimates that he shall con- 
fine it to our relations with foreign powers 
and to the financial problems which con- 
front the nation, thus making a radical de- 
parture in the conventional scheme of Presi- 
dential messages, except.in one of his own 
in his first term, which was devodted to the 
tariff, The lesser part of the message is 
given tp to the first named topic, and con- 
tains some interesting information. 

The first item of interest is that as arbiter 
the President has satisfactorily settled the 
boundary dispute between the Argentine 
Republic and Brazil, and that negotiations 
are pending for the revival of the Chilean 
and United States commission. The dis- 
ordered condition of affairs in China grow- 
ing out of the close of tle war with Japan 
is touched upon. It is pleasant to be as- 
sured that bat one American was injured 
in the outbreak of the Chinese fanatics and 
but little American property destroyed, and 
that the demands of the United States for 
the punishment of the offenders and the ap- 
pointment of a special commission of inves- 
tigation have been conceded. As to the 
Waller case the President says the official 
record of the trial has been furnished this 
government, but the evidence supporting 
the charges has not yet been delivered. 
The demand for it, however, has not been 
abandoned, and the President still has 
hopes it may be forthcoming. Meanwhile 
he announces with. satisfaction the con- 
clusion of a permanent treaty of arbitration 
with France. 

The items of interest connected with our 
relations to Great Britain are the Bering 
Sea award, the Alaskan boundary, and the 
Venezuelan incidents. The President recom- 
mends that the Bering award of $425,000, 


shali be reconsidered and sanctioned, and if 
it be again refused then we are bound to 
.sabmit the award to arbitration. An ap- 
propriation is also urged for the completion 
of the Alaskan boundary survey, which fel- 
lows the coast contour, and an agreement 
as to the line of the 141st meridian, which 
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which was refused by the last Congress,

Pression of the hope that the war will soon 
cease and peatée and order be restored.

- The statement of our relations with 
Russia, Mexico, Nicaragua, and Sanioa 
contains nothing of general interest, and 
this installment of the message closes with 
an earnest appeal for the further improve- 
tment of the consular service. An order was 
issued last September to fill any vacancies 
by transfers or promotion after examina- 
tion, the scope of the order reaching $2,500 
as the maximum limit of classification. In 
addition to this the President asks for legis- 
lation covering consular inspection. 


THE SILVER CERTIFICATES. 

President Cleveland did’ not tell in his 
message what he proposes to de with the 
immense mass of silver certificates if the 
government is relioved from the necessity 
of furnishing gold for the redémption of the 
greenbacks and Treasury notes. It is left 
to be inferred he would: let them alone, 
since he hints at a possible addition of 178 
thillions of silver in addition to that already 
in circulation and locked up in the Treasury 
vaults, 

At present the banks are authorized to re- 
deem their note issues in silver dollars, they 
being a legal tender, and it is evident from 
the concluding part of the message that Mr. 
Cleveland does not believe the silver dollars 
would remain at par with unless ade- 
quately supported by the same power that 
issued them. The President is clear, in 
general terms, on the point that it is the 
duty of the nation and of the administra- 
tion to uphold the various kinds of currency 
to a parity with gold, but heis not sufficient- 
ly explicit in reference to the flood of little- 
more-than-half-worth silver money that has 
been emitted at the demand of cheap money 
men. It is to be hoped that Congress, 
which body he professes to be willing to aid 
in any patriotic méasure other than that 
advocated by himself, will solve the cur- 
rency problem without leaving any such 
loophole of dishonor as would exist if the 
silver dollars were not fully provided with 
a sufficient support to keep them at par 
with gold. 


THE MESSAGE AND CUBA. 

The President in his message recognizes 
that the sympathies of the American people 
are with the Cuban insurgents. He recog- 
nizes that the Spaniards have waged a 
cruel and savage war. He recognizes that 
the United States Government has faith- 
fully maintained all its international! obli- 
gations. While he was recognizing so 
many other things, why could he not also 
have egy een that the people of this coun- 
try are almost a unit in their wish that the 
belligerent rights of the insurgents might 
be recognized, not alone because Spain rec- 
ognized the Confederates in our own. civil 
war forty days after the first shot was fired 
and maintained their belligerent rights to 


athe close of the wart, but also because the 
Cuban insurgents are fighting for freedom | 


from centuries of tyranny, because they 
have had an army in the field for many 
months, because they have organized a civil 
government, afd because they are in pos- 
session of two-thirds of the island. They 
have nobly earned recognition as men car- 
rying on war, but the President is silent! 
Now let Congress speak. 


‘ ONL¥. TWO TOPICS. 

The message of the President is unique 
in one respect. It considers but two topics | 
—the relations of this government to for- 
eign powers and the cutrency problem. 
About one-third of the message is devoted 
to the first named question and the remain- 
der to the currency, Evidently considering 
the great space devoted to the latter the 
President found himself obliged to cut short 
in other directions or send out a message BO 
long that no one would read it. He took the 
former course and omitted the references 


to departmental reports altogethér and thus } 


saved the almost interminable space de- 
voted to them in previous meéssdges.’ In 
this departure he has set an example which 
his successors will do well to imitate, There 
is no sense in the voluminous repetition 
which this habit has always entailed. As 
it is, the message is inordinately long, but 


this may be forgiven, as it is the last time : 


Mr. Cleveland will have the opportunity of 
expressing | his views in executive fashion. 


‘FOR SUPREME JUDGE. 

President Cleveland has sent to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation the name of Rufus W. 
Peckham of the New York Court of Ap- 
peals (New York’s highest court) as the 
sticcessor of the late Justice Jackson from 
Tennessee of the United States Supreme 
‘Court. It was expected that the vacancy 
would be given to a New-Yorker, When 
Jndge Blatehford died the President nomi- 
nated first Mr. Hornblower of that State 
and next Wheeler Peckham of the same 
State. Mach of these was rejected by the 
Senate at the request or “courtesy” demand 
of Senator Hill. 
ident nominated Senator White of Lotisi- 
ana fur the vacancy.

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CANADA'S PROPOSED ALASKAN GRAB. 

The question of Alaskan boundary raised 
by the Canadians is, like the Venexnelan 
incident, and illustration of the utterly un- 
scrupulous tendency of the British foreign 
‘policy. There was uo question about the 
line until within & very few years, when an 
Bnglish naval officer promulgated the ab- 
surd claim that the words “ line of coast ” 
in the original treaty limiting the British 
territory meant, not the coast of the main- 
land as had dlways been held, but the outer 
line of the islands of the Prince of Wales 
archipelago, These had nlways been known 
to be islands, and the claim therefore is di- 
rectly contrary to the spirit and intention 
of the treaty, but since there is something 
of value to be grabbed that makes no differ- 
ence to Canadian or British statesmen. 

To accomplish thelr grab they have to alter 
the starting point in Portland Channel, 
which is well inland, and which would re- 
quite a straight line backwards towards the 
sea to meet the boundary they claim, but 
this was a small matter to them, They are 
after all the terfitéry they cah get, ond 
therefore they claim that Behn Channel to 
the northwatd ‘ig the statting’poipt. Their 
surveyors have beeh trespassing upon 
American territory during the last year, 
and unless the adininistratién at Washing- 
ton shows more figor in looking after Ameri- 
can interests and protecting them against 
British aggression thdn it has in the past we 
may hear of their speedy assumption of 
authority upon our own soil, 

The claim is about as just‘as would be a 
clafn to Maine or Minnesota, and it should 
never be considered for a moment by our 
government. England would never have 
made it of Russia, nor would she seriously 
attempt it with us did she not think she 
knows the administration with which she 
has to deal. There is a real danger that 
there will be some allowance at least of the 
Canadian claim and that the administration 
may grant the Canadians something more 
than they are entitled to, if indeed it does 
not yield all their unjust demands, There 
should be no compromise, and if necéssary 


y we should claim the full spirit and letter of 


the treaty and maintain our boundary line 
to the full ten ldugues from the head of the 
deepest inlet, as provided by the treaty, 
which sets forth that the boundary tine 
shall follow the highest ridge of the mount- 
ains, provided it be not more than ten marine 
leagues from the coast, and “ where the 
ridge is further inland, or where there is no 
ridge, the boundary shall bé formed by a line 
parallel to the windings of the coast at a dis- 
tance of ten marine leagues therefrom.” 
This treaty, made between England and 
Russia in 1825, was accepted and never 
questioned by Russia, Great Britain, the 
United States, the Hudson’s Bay company, 
-or Canada until 1887, when Canada fonnd 
‘that there was gold on the American side 
of the line. Now she proposes to extend the 
boundary so as to inclose the gold property: 
It must not be allowed, héwever much the 
Cuckoos may want to help her steal the gold.
